A. BIOGRAPHIES 


Ernest Albert Stephens 


Ernest Albert Stephens was born November 13, 1873 in Dublin, 


Ireland "of an old Quaker family." His parents, Albert Stephens, a soap 
merchant, and Jane Creeth Stephens, lived at 3 St. Lawrence Road in 
Dublin and were married there December 29, 1869. The records of the 


Society of Friends in the Society Historical Library at 6 Eustace Street 
in Dublin show eight generations of the Stephens family in Dublin, 
beginning about 1680. 


He joined the Dunlop Tire Company about 1890 when they were making 
bicycle tires, and was an assistant sales manager for Dunlop in Buffalo 
when he died in 1928. It is not known whether he moved to England before 
or after joining Dunlop. The move from England to Rutherford, New Jersey 
in 1911 and then to Buffalo about 1921 were probably related to his 
employment with Dunlop. 


Sometime prior to 1900, he moved to England where he married Helen 
(or Nelly) Wilson on January 3, 1900 in St. James Edgebaston, Birmingham. 
She was born September 28, 1875 in Birmingham. 


Their first three children, Kathleen Helen, born November 6, 1901; 
Greta A., born March 31, 1903; and Nora Margaret, born in 1906, all were 
born in Coventry. Their fourth child, Joan Kathryn, was born September 
27, 1909 in London. 


In 1911, Ernest Stephens emigrated to the United States. His name 
has not yet been found in the immigration passenger lists. His family 
joined him in Rutherford, New Jersey the following year, sailing on the 
S.S. Megantic from Liverpool on December 10, 1912. The Megantic was a 
White Star Line ship and there is a family tradition that they just 
missed sailing on the Titanic. 


Sometime before 1921, the family moved to Buffalo, New York, where 
they lived in North Park Avenue, then on Colton Drive and finally on 
Linden Avenue. Ernest Stephens died in Buffalo on October 9, 1928.

I do know that my grandfather was transferred here by Dunlop. I believe 
that they initally lived in Rutherfurd, NJ. At least, Mom often talked 
about that being where she grew up. Then he was transferred to Buffalo. 
After he died and Mom was supporting her mother, Dunlop hired her - and 
that's where she met my Dad -- he had worked for other tire companies 
(including Siberling) from the time he graduated from Gem City Business 
College around 1920, in Quincy Illinois (where he was born). Then he 
worked for Dunlop and was also transfered to Buffalo where he met Mom. I 
believe that he did not know my grandfather but started after he died. 


By the way, my grandfather died of Adult Onset Diabetes (called Type II 
now) just months before Banting and Best discovered insulin, which would 
have saved him. When Mom & Dad were first married, they lived for 2 
years 

in San Mateo, CA (interestingly, just a few miles from where we now 
live). 

They they were transferred back to Buffalo, but with a love of artichokes 
and the races! My grandmother lived with them from that time on, and was 
really almost more of the primary caretaker for me than my mother was. 
Baba (all the grandchildren called her that since, I believe, Armand, the 
first grandchild started it) was wonderful and always sweet. 


However, I don't remember my grandmother or my mother telling stories

Dear Edith, 
I’m glad to hear from you and apologize for taking so long to reply. 


I’ve known about the Bennett branch of the family since I started my research back in the 1970’s but have 
never been able to get in touch with anyone or find out more so I am very surprised to hear from you. Have 
you been in contact with Uncle Armand and Aunt Gloria all this time? I thought all contact had been lost 
when my grandmother died. I can’t believe they never said anything to me although I guess I may not have 
ever asked them directly. 


My family research project has been underway for a long time, unfortunately, the Wilson-Hartland branch 
is the one that I’ve had the least success with. I’ve made several attempts over the years to find out more, 
even to the point of hiring a researcher in England. I’m enclosing sheets showing what information I do 
have. I’d be very interested in any information you can add, particularly about the family of Ernest and 
Edith Bennett, about which I know very little. 


Yes, Edith Wilson Bennett was the daughter of John Allen Wilson and Emma Hartland. John Allen Wilson 
is somewhat of a mystery. He was a schoolmaster. I’ve located records of his marriage and death but not 
his birth. His name is very common and so far I have been unable to find out where he came from or who 
his parents were. Records are good during this time period and I do expect to find him sooner or later. 


I’ve had more success with Emma Hartland. She was born in Wolverhampton, Stafford County in 1833, 
daughter of Benjamin and Sarah Hartland. Records are available and finding out more about this family is 
just a matter of finding the time to do the research. 


By the way, you might be interested to know that just today I’ve finally found the ship’s passenger list for 
Ernest Stephens. Many years ago, I found Helen (Wilson) Stephens and her four daughters listed on the 
Megantic, arriving in New York on December 21, 1912. Family tradition is that Ernest Stephens came over 
a year before the rest of his family, but I had never been able to find him. I’d also heard a story that he had 
a ticket for the Titanic but was delayed due to business reasons and sailed on the next boat. Today I found a 
listing for him. He arrived in New York on May 3, 1912, seven months before his family and just two 
weeks after the Titanic sank, on of all ships, the Lusitania. What a story! 


The photo that Aunt Gloria sent you must have been of Armand and Gloria’s children (my cousins) and 
grandchildren so I wouldn’t be in it. As you can see, my sheet for the family of Ernest Bennett and Edith 
Wilson is pretty empty so I would appreciate anything you can add. I also would be interested in hearing 
any stories or traditions that you might have heard from the Wilson-Hartland branch of your family. Have 
you ever seen any old photographs or letters or documents or know of anyone else who might have 
anything like that? There seems to be so little information about this family.

| do know that my grandfather was transferred here by Dunlop. | believe 
that they initally lived in Rutherfurd, NJ. At least, Mom often talked 

about that being where she grew up. Then he was transferred to Buffalo. 
After he died and Mom was supporting her mother, Dunlop hired her - and 
that's where she met my Dad -- he had worked for other tire companies 
(including Siberling) from the time he graduated from Gem City Business 
College around 1920, in Quincy Illinois (where he was born). Then he 
worked for Dunlop and was also transfered to Buffalo where he met Mom. | 
believe that he did not know my grandfather but started after he died. 


By the way, my grandfather died of Adult Onset Diabetes (called Type II 
now) just months before Banting and Best discovered insulin, which would 
have saved him. When Mom & Dad were first married, they lived for 2 years 
in San Mateo, CA (interestingly, just a few miles from where we now live).

I've found something positive at last! 


A ten-minute search of the deaths index microfiches revealed John Allen. 
WILSON's death, registered in the September quarter we registered some 
time between 1 July and 30 September) of 1885 thus: 


WILSON John Allen [age]55 [registration district]Kings Norton 


The King's Norton registration district includes King's Heath, where we 
had a sighting of him in the 1886 Kelly's Directory. It looks as though 
he was already dead when the directory was published. 


He must have been born around 1830. Unfortunately this was 7 years 
before civil registration of births began in England, so there is no 
centralised index which we can search for his birth. His baptism might, 

of course, be indexed on the IGI, so | spent 10 minutes looking through 
the fiches for the counties around Birmingham - Warwickshire, 
Worcestershire, Staffordshire, Shropshire, Derbyshire, Herefordshire and 
Cheshire, but no baptism of a John Allen WILSON is listed in any of 

those counties (though there are, of course, many John WILSONs). | think 
our only hope will be to find him in a census, which will give his 

birthplace. Then we could go straight to the local parish records. 


Next | looked for his marriage. One looks under one party's name until a 

likely reference is found and then cross-checks against the other's to 

make sure they have the same reference. Normally | would have searched 
under HARTLAND, as it's a far less common name than WILSON, but because 
| thought there might be a slight doubt as to whether his bride was 

Helen or Ellen | decided to search under WILSON, assuming he would have 
used both his forenames. It was just as well that | did, as you will 

see. 


Your previous search back to 1864 had been unsuccessful. Now we know 
that he was born around 1830 that is not surprising, as 34 would be 

quite old to get married, | thought. | started in 1855 (age 25) and 

worked back to 1850 without success, so then decided to go on from 1856 
towards 1864.

Now for the interesting bit. | checked for a corresponding reference for 
Ellen or Helen HARTLAND but there wasn't one. BUT there was this: 


HARTLAND Emma [reg. dist.] Wolverhampton [ref.]6b 634 _ 


If I'd searched under Ellen HARTLAND | would have ignored this entry and 
never found the marriage! 


There are two possibilities - a mis-indexing or (and | think this more 
likely) a mis-reporting of her mother's name on Helen STEPHENS! (n 
WILSON's) death certificate of 1950. 
This might explain why searches for Helen WILSON's birth certificate 
have been unsuccessful. Registration officers are not very imaginative, 
and if an application for a certificate gave the mother's name as Ellen 
when it was really Emma the certificate might not be issued because the 
information given didn't match the register entry. 


Armed with my new knowledge | tried the 1881 census indexes for the 
Birmingham area again, but still without success. | also checked the 
‘births index for the Décember quarter of 1875 but found no likely . 
énitries other than those you already have. | also tried the December 
“quarter “of 1874 and 1876 in case her birth day was right but her age was 
a year out. There was a Nellie Louisa WILSON in the King's Norton 
registration district in 1876. | found her in the 1881 census index but 


her parents were far too young. 


I'm afraid that | have now, once again, used all the research time which 
you have paid for. 


To get any further we really need more information on John Allen 
WILSON's marriage. Unfortunately this can only be obtained in the form 
of a marriage certificate, which would cost me 6 pounds 75 pence 
including a 1 pound 25 pence agent's fee which | would have to pay to 
the agent who obtains certificates from London for me. It would also be 
interesting, though maybe not vital, to have a copy of John Allen's 
death certificate, wnich would cost the same. ! would make no charge 
myself for obtaining these, but just pass on my expenses to you. | 
calculate that at 1.61 dollars to the pound and allowing for my postage 
costs writing to my agent and sending the certificates to you, and the 
usual currency conversion fee of 3 pounds, you would need to pay me 28 
dollars 54 cents (or thereabouts!) for the two certificates. 


| hope that you find this interesting, and await your further 
instructions.

Sorry I've been a while getting back to you. 


| revisited Birmingham at the end of last week, and spent the rest of 
your time working through street directories of the Birmingham area, 
registers of electors, and the 1891 census microfiches. 


The earliest directory | checked was for 1884, and there was no trace of 
John Allen WILSON and family therein, but from 1886 onwards | managed to 
locate them, as follows:

[the second of these is the one found in your previous 1881 census

[so presumably John Allen WILSON has died] 


ditto 1894

['E' for Ellen]

It seems from this that Jonn Allen WILSON and family moved into the area 
around 1885 (directories are probably a few months out of date) and that 
he died around 1886-1888. His widow and family continued to live in 
Valentine Rd., King's Heath (either in several houses or one which was 
renamed - Roxford probably = Droxford anyway - printing error?) until 
around 1896, when they moved to 125 Summer Rd., Edgbaston. After her 
daughter Helen married, Mrs WILSON moved out of the area again. 


Now | thought | had them pinned down and would have no problem finding 
them in the 1891 census for King's Heath. Imagine my mortification when 
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| found that they simply WEREN'T THERE!! | must have spent a good ten 
minutes going through Valentine Road hoping they would pop up, but they 
didn't. They seem to be a very secretive family. 


| also looked through the national wills indexes for 1885-1895 to see 
whether there was a will or administration for John Allen WILSON, but 
there didn't seem to be one. 


Well, that's it. We know a bit more about them now, but not as much as | 
had hoped. Should you wish me to proceed any further | would suggest the 
following. 


We know John Allen WILSON's approximate date of death, so it should be 
possible to locate his death in the national indexes. They give age at 
death, so one does not need immediately to go to the expense of buying a 
death certificate to get that information. Armed with that age | could 
calculate a birth date and, hopefully, find a record of his birth.in.the 
national indexes. This would give a year.and a place (registration 

district) and help narrow the search for his marriage and his daughter's 


birth. | could obtain the relevant certificates for you in due course 
and possibly locate the family in some earlier census returns. 


If you do want me to pursue this a further 30 dollars would cover just 
under 2 hours of research time. Certificates of birth etc would, of 
course, be extra, but would not need to be obtained immediately. 


| await your further instructions.

Further to my e-mail of 16 Jan, | visited Birmingham on 17 Jan as 
planned. 


| visited the Birmingham Register Office and applied for a birth 
certificate, using the details you had given me. They carried out a 5 
year search of their indexes, but couldn't find ‘your’ Helen / Ellen / 

Nelly WILSON. The one born in the Dec ar of 1875 didn't have the right 
parents. 


Then I visited the Central Library. First | did a 5 minute check on the 

IGI for Warwickshire, Staffordshire and Worcestershire (Birmingham 
spreads into all 3 counties) to see if there was any sign of Helen's 

baptism or her parents’ marriage, but there wasn't. Then | tried the. 

1881 census indexes for.all.3 counties,.and faund no.sign.of the.family. 

fhe indexes cover all surviving census returns, so unless they were not 

in the Birmingham area in 1881 they must have been missed by the census, 
or the return has not survived (a few are missing), or they have been 
mis-indexed (some of the census enumerators had terrible handwriting, 

and some of the census microfilms are feint and hard to read). 


My research time so far has totalled 30 minutes. As | didn't have to pay 
out for a certificate, | still have around 10 pounds in hand, enough for 
over an hour's further research. | could check the 1891 census (which 
has only been available since 1992) for the address given on the 
marriage certificate, and if the family isn't there | could try to find 

them in a contemporary directory or register of electors to get another 
census address to search, and follow up any other leads | might find, 
within the time you've paid for. 


Would that be OK? I'll be returning to Birmingham within the next week.

Helen / Ellen WILSON. 


| can apply for a birth certificate, specifying parents’ names. If the 
right one | will have to pay 5.50 UK pounds for it, but if not | won't 
have to pay anything. 


| would e-mail the contents of the certificate to you as soon as | 
obtained it and airmail the original to you as soon as possible 
thereafter. 


>Also, | find in my records that the 1881 census was checked for 
>Summer Road, Edgbaston only, and one Wilson family was found;

>68 Summer Road. Was the index available in 19887 


No - the comprehensive index (which is county based) has only been 
available for a year or two at the most. If ‘your’ family were in the 
Birmingham area there is a very good chance of finding them. 


>| think | would like to try again for the birth record for Helen Wilson 
>and check the 1881 census index, and only look for her parents 
>marriage record if the census gives a better idea of when to search. 
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| agree that this seems the best first stage. Total cost would be 5.50 
UK pounds for the birth certificate plus 7.50 pounds to cover one hour 
of research time plus say 1 pound for postage (should actually be 
slightly less).
